The 
outrage  has  been  made  the  subject  o(  a  di 
lomatic  protest,  and  on  the  8th  ult.  was  finally 
settled,  the  Peruvian  government  giving  full  satis 
laciion  and  expressing  regrets  for  Ihe  occurrence. 
—  Sheep-breeding  in  Patagonia  is  a  pn-fitabte 
industry,  notwithstanding  the  ravages  of  wild 
annnals.  Down  in  Punta  Arenas,  a  port  on  the 
Tierra  del  Fuego  island,  a  French  company  owns 
over  100,000  sheep,  and  ilie  manager  makes  about 
2s  6d.  per  head,  "clear  of  all  expenses,  from  the 
sale  of  wool  alone."  The  increase  of  the  Iambs 
averagedabout  90  percent,  of  the  ewes,  and  this 
fetched  additional  profit.  The  lowest  average  of 
wool  sheared  IS  said  to  he  7  lb.  per  sheep  The 
drawbacks  are  panthers,  foxes  and  wild  cats 
which  do  great  damage  among  ihe  flocks.  The 
ordinary  night's  work  of  a  panther  is  to  kill  sheep 
valued  at  25/;  hence  every  shepherd  is  fnliy 
armed.  A  man  with  a  good  outfit  and  1,000 
ewes  on  a  Patagonian  range  should,  it  is  esti- 
maied,  make  an  income  of  5,000/  a  year  at  the  end 
of  ten  years— Z/-j^  Stock  Journal,  June  14. 

-In  his  report  for  the  past  year  the  British  con- 
sul at  \  alparaiso  has  Ihe  following  in  regard  to 
health  returns  in  Chili  :-"The  death-rate  in  this 
CUV  IS  staled  to  be  about  60  per  i,«d,  a  fearful 
figure  in  times  when  there  is  no  unusual  epidemic 
prevalent.  A  large  proportion,  from  one-half  to 
two-thirds,  of  this  rate,  is  stated  to  be  due  to  infant 
mortality.  Smallpox,  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria 
are  always  more  or  less  prevalent  and  fatal.  Small- 
pox has  been  exceptionally  so  of  late  years  throach- 
out  the  country.  Yhe  authorities  are  making  great 
efforts  10  combat  it.  The  deaths  in  1893  for  the 
whole  country  from  this  complaint  are  returned  at 
3.S43.  01  which  1,958  occurred  in  Santiago  alone. 
in    hat  year  340,343  persons  were  vaccinated  in

ation.  Of  these  52  728  were  vaccinated  in  San- 
tiago, or  about  one-fifih  of  the  entire  population." 


-~The  German  ofticers  engaged  as  miliary  in. 
siructurs  liy  Geiieial  Korncr,  arrived  at  Valparaiso 
on  the  19th  Inst.  It  is  »id  that  other  oMcers  of 
the  same  aalionalily  will  loon  arrive  in  Chili. 

—We  are  pleased  to  note  that  Alcalde  Lynch 
will  ihorily  edict  a  decree  in  Santiago,  inflicting 
fine  and  imprisonment  igainit  any  perion  found 
ill-treaiing  inimali.  It  11  to  be  hoped  ihii  mea- 
lure  will  be  taken  to  he»rt  by  the  forltRo  carters, 
whose  cruelty  to  tlie  animaU  under  their  charge  is 
a  matier  nf  every  day  comment  in  the  native 
piperi,— Jfi'jf/rM  County,  June  39. 

—On  Ssturday  another  bank  fraud  wai  com- 
mitted in  Snntiago,  thii  lime  the  victim  being  the 
Banco  Comercial  de  Chili.  A  well-dre»sed  indi- 
vidual entered  the  bank  and  preiented  to  the  teller 
a  modest  cheque  for  twenly-eight  doUan,  payable 
lo  bearer,  signed  by  Sr.  Carlos  Correa  S.  The 
bank  clerk  examined  the  cheque  and  certified  the 
Ukoal  "vislo  hueno,"  thereafter  continuing  his 
work  and  look  no  further  notice  of  the  cheque  or 
ill  custodian.  Later  on  in  the  day  the  clerk  in 
making  up  the  balance  between  what  had  been 
certified  and  what  had  been  paid,  discovered  that 
there  was  a  deficit  of  28,000  dollars,  leii  38  dollars. 
The  bearer  of  the  cheque  had  very  iinarily  added 
the  three  000  and  alio  the  word  "mil"'^  to  the 
original,  nfter  ihe  teller  had  certified  it  at  being 
correct ;  and  this  having  been  presented  to  the 
cashier  the  money  was  easily  obtained.  The  hue 
and  cry  was  soon  raised,  and  detectives  sent  all 
over  the  country,  but  as  the  clever  swindler  is  un- 
known  lo  the  emplovis  in  Ihe  bank  there  is  very 
lillle  hope  of  his  being  apprehended.— CAj/Ihw 
Times,  June  36. 

—We  have  always  maintained  that  in  the  present 
state  of  the  legal  codes  of  these  republics,  when- 
ever a  riot  or  popular  tumult  arises,  Ihe  foreigner 
muM  run  his  chance  just  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
native  ol  the  country;  but  when  morder,  torture, 
robbery,  and  other  crimes  are  perpetrated  by 
order  of  any  of  the  memliers  of  the  government 
lor  the  time  being,  or  by  Ihe  authorities  holding 
office  nnder  that  government,  or  by  the  officers 
and  soldiers  ol  the  government  army,  we  maintain 
that  in  such  cases  the  government  it  undoubtedly 
liable  for  compensation  to  the  victims.  And  such 
is  the  case  as  regards  most  of  the  claims  to  which 
the  Voce  d'ltalia  referred.  When  foreigners  are 
torlnred  as  was  Senor  Gadino  by  a  police  com- 
missary; when  foreigners  are  flogged  as  was  the 
son  o(  Mr.  Grundy,  a  British  subject,  at  Maravil- 
las,  by  order  of  General  Mas;  when  stores  and 
clubs  are  broken  open  by  officers  and  soldiers  of 
the  governmetit  forces,  as  the  writir  ot  these  lines 
pereonally  witnessed  in  Lima  on  the  l8th  March 
last,  it  would  be  foolish  and  absurd  to  attempt  to 
deny  the  liability  of  the  government  to  pay  an 
indemnity  to  the  sufferers.  —  Peruvian  Mail, 
June  ijlh. 

—A  horrid  crime  is  reported  from  Quilpue,  near 
wliich  town  on  Saturday  last  the  engineer  of  Las 
Palnias  gold  mines,  Mr.  Lester  Dubois  Howser, 
was  assassinated  about  midday  while  he  was  pro- 
ceeding to  the  mine.  The  bandits  appear  to  have 
hidden  in  ambush  and  as  he  rode  past  they  fired 
at  him  wilhagun,  the  shot  taking  effect  in  the 
left  side  of  the  head.  It  i.'?  believed  that  death  was 
instantaneous  and  the  ruffians  must  have  Iwen  onlv 
a  few  yards  nflT  when  they  fired.  Deceased  fell 
from  his  horse,  which  proceeded  to  the  mine  alone. 
This  caused  an  alarm  to  be  raised  and  in  the  search 
which  followed  ihe  body  of  the  deceased  was  dis- 
covered as  indicated.  On  the  arrival  of  Sr.  Jenaro 
Caces,  the  vice-president  of  the  mining  company, 
he  had  ihe  body  removed  to  Quilpii^.  Robbery 
was  no  doubt  the  motive  for  the  murder,  as  it  was 
known  that  Howser  was  in  the  habit  on  Saturdays 
nf  taking  the  money  to  pay  the  men  at  the  works. 
Deceased  was  a  native  of  North  America,  was 
only  about  25  years  of  aae,  and  was  considered  a 
very  smart  mining  engineer.  He  had  only  been 
about  eight  months  in  this  country.  Before  he 
came  here  he  was  a  resident  of  Spokane,  in  the 
state  of  Washington,  and  belonged  to  a  very 
respectable  New  York  family.— cV/iY/nii  Tinfl 
June  26.  ' 

UAWECESSARV  MIUTARY  EXPEN- 
DITURE. 

The  Argentine  government  is  said  to  have 
bought  iwo  ironclads  frnm  Italy  and  in  one  way  or 
another  has  spent  or  is  spending  great  sums  of 
money  on  war  material  of  one  kind  or  another 
This  is  done  at  a  time  when  we  are  at  peace  wilh 
all  the  world  and  when  there  is  no  good  reason  to 
fear  that  any  aggressive  movement  will  lie  made 
against  the  republic.  The  attempt  to  put  Chili  in 
an  aggressive  position  has  utterly  failed.  There  is 
no  reason  to  fear  any  such  aggression.  Chili  has 
been  as  fair,  open,  candid  and  pacific  as  has  Ar- 
gentina. She  has  shown  her.=elf  as  amenable  to 
reason  and  discussion,  as  much  inclined  to  pacific 
methods  of  determining  international  questions  as 
have  we.  The  sensational,  needless  and  windy 
discussion  which  has  misrepresented  and  wearied 
us  and  all  the  world  which  has  noticed  it,  was 
started  among  hi,  and  has  been  kept  up  by  w 
aided  by  a  (ew  Chilian  firebrands,  but,  after  all,' 
peace  reij^ns,  and  no  question  nor  dispute  has 
arisen,  and  yet,  despite  of  all  this,  the  Argentine 
government  buys  ships  for  which  we  have  no 
money,  sailors,  officers,  docks  nor  use,  and  which 
in  case  of  war  would  reinforce  any  respectable 
enemy  lliat  might  come  against  u=!.  The  govern- 
ment has  done  this  when  the  people  are  oveHoaded 
with  taxation,  when  credit  is  low  and  confidence 
has  gone,  when  our  burdens  are  grievously  heavy 
iind  when  no  sane  man  in  all  the  republic  has  any 
ground  to  fear  encroachments  that  will  end  in  war. 
This  has  been  done  nnder  false  pretences.  The 
public  mind  has  been  excited  and  debauched  so  ps 
to  cover,  condone  or  make  possible  these  enormous 
expenditures  of  the  people's  money.  The  whole 
t  ling  has  been  done  (or  two  purposes :  to  increase 
the  power  of  the  central  government  and  to  make 
great  transaclions  possible  out  of  which  the  inner 
circles  profit  so  largely.  This  is  not  patriotism, 
nor  IS  It  wisdom.  Had  we  more  statesmanship 
and  patriotism  we  should  have  fewer  warshi  ps, 
and  fewer  private  fortunes  would  be  reinforced  by 
the  droppmgs  from  great  contracts.  In  what  it 
being  done  there  is  no  honor  nor  honesty,  no 
patriotism,  and  as  little  wisdom.  It  will  weaken 
and  not  strengthen  the  nation,  and  show  a  hopeless 
incapacity  in  government,  ot  something  much 
worse.— ^Hi-BW  Aires  Herald,

VENEZUELA  AND  JTS  CAPITAL. 
II. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war  of  indepen- 
dence, the  adherents  of  Spain  amongst  the 
natives  in  Venezuela  might  be  counted  by 
hundreds  ol  thousands.  Indeed,  most  wri- 
ters of  Venezuelan  history  are  unanimous 
in  saying  that  Venezuela  would  have  been 
one  of  the  last  countries  in  Spanish-America 
to  throw  off  the  yoke  of  Spain,  if  it  were 
not  for  the  government  of  the  day.  By 
some  unaccountable  fatality  or  other,  the 
interests  of  Spain,  the  control  of  her  army, 
and  the  direction  of  affairs  in  Venezuela, 
were  during  the  entire  revolutionary  war 
always  entrusted  to  unprincipled  wretches, 
mostly  devoid  of  culture  or  education  of 
any  kind,  and  whose  inhuman  conduct 
increased  ten-fold  the  enemies  of  Spain 
Foremost  among  these  was  an  "isleno" 
(native  of  the  Canary  island),  named  Mon- 
teveide,  who  is  described  as  being  of  an 
ambitious  and  turbulent  nature.  Having 
won  some  temporaiy  successes  with  some 
royalist  troops,  to  the  command  ol  which 
he  had  been  appointed  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  revolution,  he  conceived  the  idea  of 
seizing  the  leins  ot  power  and  appointing 
himself  to  the  supreme  command.  He 
soon  put  his  idea  into  practice  by  appoint- 
ing himself  captain-general,  and  was  subse- 
quently confirmed    in    his  self-appointed 


post  by  the  home  government.  The  mind 
recoils  with  horror  from  the  contemplation 
of  the  frightful  atrocities  perpetrated  by 
this  sanguinary  monster  and  his  colleagaes 
and  successors,  Boves,  Morales,  Puy,  An- 
toftanzA,  Morillo,  &:c. —  atrocities  which 
very  ofion  gave  rise  to  savage  reprisals  on 
the  part  of  the  revolutionists. 

On  the  26ih  March,  1812,  the  cause  of 
the  patriots  sulfered  a  severe  set-back  by  the 
dreadful  earthquake  which  destroyed  the 
city  oi  Caracals  and  buried  beneath  its  ruins 
upwards  of  10,000  of  its  inhabitants.  The 
earthquake  occurred  on  Thursday  of  holy 
week  —  precisely  the  second  anniversary  of 
the  first  revolutionary  movement — and  it  is 
partly  to  this  circumstance  that  the  loss  of 
human  life  was  so  great,  for  at  the  time  the 
shock  occurred  the  churches  throughout 
the  city  were  thronged  with  people  who  had 
come  to  assist  at  the  religious  ceremonies 
proper  to  the  day.  The  cathedral,  in  par- 
ticular, held  within  it3  walls  an  immense 
congregation,  including  a  battalion  of 
soldiers  who  had  been  brought  in  to  add  to 
the  pomp  and  splendor  of  the  ceremony. 
The  day  was  faultlessly  beautiful.  For 
some  time  before,  the  citizens  had  not  seen 
their  city  canopied  with  such  a  rich  azure 
blue  sky.  People  noticed  how  supernatu- 
rally  calm  it  was.  The  leaves  of  the  trees 
on  the  plaza  hung  motionless.  Not  a 
breath  of  air  was  stirring.  Nature  was 
calmy  resting  and  gathering  up  her  forces 
for  the  mighty  effort  which  she  was  about 
to  make.  It  was,  in  fact,  the  lull  before 
the  storm. 

Histoiy  records  that  it  was  precisely  se- 
ven minutes  past  four  in  the  afternoon 
when  the  olficHling  priest  at  the  high  altar 
of  the  cathedral  slowly  turned  towards  the 
people  to  expose  the  host.  The  troops  pre- 
sented arms,  and  the  vast  multitude  bent 
forward  in  silent  adoration.  A  moment 
later,  ihe  musical  tinklins  of  the  hand-bell 
was  announcing  to  the  congregation  that 
the  priest  had  again  turned  to  the  altar  with 
the  host,  and  the  people  we'-e  slowly  rais- 
ing themselves  from  iheir  recumbent  pos- 
ture, when  suddenly  every  cheek  grew  pale, 
and  every  heart  throbbed  painfully,  as  two 
successive  shocks  were  felt,  and  the  ground 
had  commenced  to  tremble  and  rock  be- 
neath their  feet  like  the  heaving  billows  of 
llie  sea.  For  a  moment  it  ceased,  and  the 
people  ".vere  beginning  to  think  that  the 
worst  of  the  danger  was  over,  when  sud- 
denly two  more  shocks  were  felt,  one  per- 
pendicular and  one  midulalory,  so  fearfully 
violent  th.tt  in  a  momenl  the  massive  walls 
and  towers  of  ihe  caihedral,  as  well  as  the 
walls  o(  every  church  and  house  in  the  cily, 
gave  way  and  crushed  the  lives  out  oi  every 
living  thing  beneath  them.  The  two  last 
shocks  were  accompanied  by  an  appalling 
noise  resembling  the  rolling  oflond  thun- 
der, and  greater  tliau  tlie  combined  roar  of 
ic'.i  thousand  cannons.  The  tcnified  peo- 
ple thought  that  the  trumpet  of  the  arch- 
angel had  sounded  announchig  the  des- 
truction of  the  world. 

A  mournful  silence  followed.  The  sur- 
vivors, gradually  recovering  from  ihe  stupor 
into  which  ihey  had  fallen,  proceeded  to 
render  assistance  to  the  wounded  and  dying. 
The  historian  Diaz,  who  happened  to  be 
in  Caracas  at  the  time,  says  liiat  immedi- 
ately after  the  earthquake  he  entered  the 
ruins  of  one  of  the  churches  and  there  saw 
the  afterwards  famotis  Bolivar,  in  his  shirl 
sleeves,  busily  engaged  wiih  otiiers  in  ex- 
tricating the  dead  and  dying  from  the  debris. 
Seeing  the  historian,  the  future  Jiherator 
came  towards  him,  and  in  the  conversation 
ihat  followed  made  n.se  of  the  rather  extra- 
vagant expression  :  "  Si  se  opone  la  natu- 
raleza,  lucharemos  con  clla  y  la  harenios 
que  nos  obedezca  ;"  alluding,  of  cuur.se,  to 
the  service  which  nature  had  unconsciously 
rendered  Spain.  The  proplietic  eye  of 
Bolivar  foresaw  that  the  royalists  would  not 
tail  to  take  advantage  of  the  havoc  and 
demoralization  wrotiglit  amongst  the  Hurvi- 
vers  of  the  patriot  troops  which  lately  gar- 
risoned the  city. 

Never  was  a  more  pruroiiiid  mural  im- 
pression wrouglit  upon  the  spiriLs  of  any 
people  than  that  which  was  wrought  upon 
the  spirits  of  the  people  of  Caracas  by  the 
earthquake  wliich  destroyed  their  city.  The 
[>eople,  high  and  low,  got  it  into  their  heads 
that  it  was  a  vi.sitatioii  from  Providence  in 
punishment  uf  l)it;ir  sins,  and  that  therefore 
it  belioved  them  to  make  atonement  for 
them,  and  tret  rid  of  them  by  the  most 
speedy  and  efficacious  manner  possible. 
People  took  lo  performing  all  kinds  of 
penitence  and  to  publicly  confess  their  sins, 
in  the  belief  that  open  confessions  were  good 


fur  iheir  suitls.  Many  [lersons  in  high  sta- 
tion, laying  aside  the  mask  nf  virtue  which 
they  had  hitherto  worn,  publicly  confessed 
to  the  commission  of  heinous  crimes,  and 
were  thenceforward  known  to  the  puhlic 
as  rascals  ol  the  first  water.  If  old  Dioge- 
nes had  been  in  Caracas  at  the  time,  he 
would  have  probably  broken  his  lamp  and 
perhaps  his  neck,  in  his  hurry  to  get  out  of 
a  place  where  there  were  so  many  thunder- 
ing self-confessed  rascals  of  both  sexes. 1 

Caracas  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  pret- 
tiest cities  in  South  America.  The  streets 
are  well  laid  out  and  intersect  each  other  at 
right  angles,  in  the  usual  Spanish-American 
fashion.  'Ihey  are  well  paved  and  kept  in 
tolerably  good  repair.  The  cily  boasls  of  a 
park,  mnseiiin,  public  library,  and  a  school 
of  arts  and  trades  —  in  a  word,  all  the  ap- 
purtenances of  a  capital.  The  capitol  is  a 
very  handsome  building.  It  occupies  a 
large  area  of  ground  and  is  altogellier  an 
imposing  structure.  There  are  many  beau- 
tiful plaza.s,  the  principal  of  which  is  the 
Plaza  Bolivar.  This  last  is  generally  con- 
sidered the  prettiest  plaza  in  South  America. 
It  is  faced  by  the  cathedral,  the  municipal 
buildings,  and  the  Casa  Amarilla  —  the 
oflicial  residence  of  the  President,  The 
spacious  promenades  and  walks  are  paved 
with  fancy-colored  mosaic  tiles.  In  the 
centre  of  the  plaza  stands  a  noble-looking 
equestrian  statue  of  Bolivar  on  a  magni- 
ficent pedestal  ot  polished  marble.  The 
horse  is  represented  standing  on  his  hind 
legs,  die  two  foremost  feet  pawing  the  air. 
It  may  be  mentioned  en  passaut  that  the 
breed  of  horses  which  Bolivar  used  to  ride 
must  have  long  since  become  extinct,  for 
there  is  certainly  not  a  single  horse  in  Ca- 
racas to-day  that  would  have  the  courage  to 
throw  himself  into  such  a  warlike  posture. 
At  intervals  during  the  week  the  Plaza  Bo- 
livar is  enlivened  in  the  evenings  by  the 
music  of  a  fine  band  of  some  fifty  pieces. 
On  such  occasions  the  plaza  presents  a  gay 
and  animated  aspect,  being  crowded  by  the 
powdered  beauty  and  chivalry  of  Caracas. 
There  are  also  many  more  beautiful 
plazas.  In  fact,  the  number  and  size  of  the 
plazas  is  altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the 
size  of  the  cily.  Mosl  of  ihem  are  graced 
by  one  or  more  bronze  statues  erected  to 
the  memory  of  departed  citizens  who  figured 
more  or  less  conspicuously  in  the  history 
of  the  country,  fllany  of  the  personages 
whose  memories  arc  thus  honored,  were 
men  of  mediocre  talents  and  doubtful  rep- 
utation, if  history  does  not  belie  them. 

The  centre  of  the  Plaza  Washington  is 
graced  by  a  handsome  bronze  statue  of  the 
illustrious  American  soldier  and  statesman 
of  that  name.  Altogether  there  are  more 
bronze  statues  in  all  Caracas  than  in  the 
cities  of  Buenos  Aires  and  Rio  de  Janeiro 
combined. 

We  have  visited  the  pantheon  where  rest 
the  ashes  of  the  foremost  figures  of  the  revo- 
lutionary era.  The  caretaker  of  the  building 
showed  us,  behind  the  altar,  the  gilded 
tomb  where  sleep  the  remains  of  the  im- 
mortal Bolivar.  As  most  of  your  readers  are 
iiware,  he  was  a  native  of  Caracas,  being 
descended  from  an  ancient  and  noble  Spa- 
nish family,  from  whom  he  inherited  a 
princely  fortune,  including  some  fine  estan- 
cias  and  mining  properly,  all  of  which  he 
squandered  for  the  benefit  of  the  cause  whicii 
he  had  most  at  heart,— namely,  the  inde- 
pendence of  his  country.  It  was  not  with- 
out a  feeling  of  reverence  that  your  cor- 
respondent found  himself  standing  beside 
the  tomb  which  contains  the  ashes  of  the 
immortal  liberator,  and  listening  to  the 
caretaker  eulogising  him  and  commenting 
on  the  black  ingratitude  of  ihe  country  in 
Ibicing  him  to  die  in  exile  and  poverty, 
owning  only  three  shirts  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  We  would  have  told  him  that  many 
a  poor  devil  died  owning  less,  but  that  the 
presence  of  the  illustrious  dead  forbade 
anything  like  an  indulgence  in  levity.  But 
it  really  is  wearisome  to  listen  to  Venezue- 
lans making  sentimental  reierences  lo  those 
unfortunate  three  shirts,  whenever  they  talk 
about  Bolivar.  It  wasjust  like  Venezuelans, 
to  embitter  the  closing  months  of  iheir 
liberator's  life  by  forcing  liim  to  die  in  exile 
and  poverty  and  with  only  three  shirts  to 
his  back,  in  the  San  Pedro  quinta  outside 
Santa  Marta,  Colombia,  on  the  roasting 
shores  of  the  Caribbean  sea,  and  then,  after 
the  lapse  of  some  years,  to  bring  back  his 
remains  lo  Caracas  and  shove  tliem  into  a 
gilded  tomb.  I\Ian  is  a  strange  animal, 
surely.  Standing  beside  the  tomb  of  this 
remarkable  man  we  could  not  help  reflect- 
ing on  ihe  vicissitudes  ol  his  life  and  the 
unkindness  of  the  fates  towards  him  in  the 
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closinp;  years  of  his  existence,  We  saw  him 
in  our  mind's  eye  sonic  S5  years  ago,  a 
dashing  young  aristocral,  surrounded  by  all 
the  luxuries  tliat  wealth  and  influence  could 
bring  ;  yet,  when  liic  levoUuionary  war 
broke  nut,  renouncing  .ill  and  sacrificing 
all  on  the  altar  of  his  country.  Baralt,  in 
his  valuable  history  of  Venezuela,  gives  us 
an  interesting  portrait  of  Bolivar  as  he  ap- 
peared at  that  time.  "  Kl  joven  Bolivar," 
he  writes,  "elegante,  ligero,  dotado  de  una 
asombrosa  movilidad  en  la  accion  y  en  el 
pensamiento,  encuhria  como  Cezar,  bajo 
estcrioridades  amables  y  al  parecer  insus- 
tanciales,  una  alma  de  fuego,  energica  y 
constante,  proiunda  y  atraida  intellgencia,  la 
intrepidez  activay  emprentiedora  del  tribuna, 
el  valor  sereno  del  soldado."  Of  him,  in- 
deed, it  might  be  truly  said  : 

The  close  observer  coiilJ  espy 
A   noble   soul  and    liiienge  hiih, 

He  had  his  faults,  and  who  is  without 
them.  His  sanction  of  the  massacre  of  the 
900  Spanish  prisoners  in  La  Guayra —  mas- 
sacre which  no  state  necessity  could  ever 
justify,  was  as  great,  il  not  a  greater  stain 
on  his  reputation,  than  the  massacre  of  the 
Arabs  in  Jaffa  was  on  the  reputation  of 
Napoleon.  Neither  did  he  do  himself  much 
honor  by  the  absurd  law  which,  during  his 
tenure  of  office  as  President  of  Colombia, 
lie  caused  to  be  promulgated,  forbidding 
intermarriage  between  Spaniards  and  Co- 
lombians. 

But,  taking  him  all  in  all,  most  writers  are 
unanimous  in  declaring  that,  in  genius  as 
well  as  in  true  nobility  of  soul,  Bolivar  was 
undoubtedly  the  grandest  public  character 
that  South  America  ever  produced.  As  a 
soldier  and  statesman  he  ranks  second  to 
none  that  America  ever  produced,  with  the 
single  exception,  perhaps,  of  George  Wash- 
ington. His  favorite  aide-de-camp.  General 
O'Leary,  in  his  valuable  "memoirs,"  gives 
an  interesting  account  of  the  man  as  he 
really  was,  in  private  and  camp  life  ;  full  ol 
natural  goodness  of  heart  and  genuine  bon- 
homie;  making  his  humble  tent  resound 
at  times  with  songs  and  ballads,  and  never 
disdaining  to  mix  familiarly  with  his  sol- 
diers and  listen  to  tliem  recounting  anec- 
dotes ;  overcoming  and  surmounting  obsta- 
cles when  everybody  else  was  in  despair ; 
often  getting  his  jealous  officers  and  rival 
"caudilhos"  to  carry  out  his  orders  by 
adroitly  making  them  believe  that  in  doing 
so  they  were  merely  executing  their  own 
orders. 

History  has  done  Bolivar  justice.  His 
memory  will  live  for  ever.  It  does  not  need 
gilded  tombs,  nor  "  storied  urns,  nor  ani- 
mated busts"  to  perpetuate  il,  and  still  less 
the  long-winded  speeches  that,  on  state 
holidays,  are  delivered  from  the  tribune  in 
the  middle  of  the  pantheon,  by  swallow- 
tail coated  mortals  wlio  indulge  at  limes 
in  sentimental  allusions  to  the  scantiness  of 
the  poor  man's  wardrobe  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  They  should  have  brought  home 
those  three  unfortunate  shirts  and  hung 
them  up  around  the  gilded  tomb  in  com- 
memoration of  their  fathers'  ingratitude. 
On  leaving  the  pantheon,  the  caretaker  pre- 
sented us  with  his  card,  on  glancing  at 
which  we  were  not  a  Utile  surprised  to 
learn  that  the  worUiy  man  bore  ihe  title  of 
general.  They  are  all  generals,  colonels, 
and  majors  in  these  latitudes.  Caracas  has 
thrown  up  a  tremendous  crop  of  them  for 
the  last  fifty  years,  You  could  not  throw  a 
brick  here  in  any  direction  within  the  city 
limits,  without  hitting  one  or  other  of  these 
mortals.  Long  may  they  live  and  prosper, 
for  without  them  what  would  the  people  do 
for  excitement,  revolutions  and  fun. 

There  is  another  interesting  locality  in 
the  suburbs,  namely,  the  park.  It  occupies 
a  high  hill  overlooking  the  city.  A  many- 
winding,  serpentine  carriage  road  leads 
through  leafy  arcades  to  the  top,  which  is 
tastefully  laid  out  in  walks  which  are  bord- 
ered by  gay  parterres  of  flowers  and  shrubs. 
In  all  the  world  there  is  not  a  more  delight- 
ful spot  for  a  solitary  moonlight  ramble, 
especially  for  one  who,  as  Saint  Pierre  says, 
"  aime  retrer  en  lui  meme"  at  limes.  An 
exquisite  air  of  enjoyment  takes  possession 
ofyour  senses  while  wandering  about  in  this 
enchanting  spot  on  a  bright  night,  when 
the  gorgeous  flowers  at  your  feet  are  illu- 
mined and  silvered  by  the  mellow  rays  of 
the  tropical  moon,  and  when  the  stillness 
of  nature  is  alone  broken  by  the  musical 
murmur  of  the  many  tiny  brooks  that  are 
forever  trickling  down  the  sides  of  the  hill, 
on  their  way  to  "join  the  brimming  river  " 
which  winds  gracefully  round  its  base.

—A  Sucre  Iclegmni  fi(  tlie  20ih  says  timt  tlie 
I3nncti  de  Polosi,  luie  n(  (lie  most  iniiioiiant  banks 
in  Uolivin,  hns  closed  its  doors.  It  \%  feared  that 
Severn!  business  liouses  in  that  city  and  La  I'az 
will  be  cripiiled  by  the  failure. 

—  The  national  railway  board  has  recommended 
govertunent  to  ftcce(it  the  tender  of  the  Haldwiii 
Locomotive  Company  for  2  high  pressure,  3  axle 
coupled  goods  engines  and  3  shuiitiug  engines, 
the  former  to  cost  $14,000  gold  each,  ami  Ihe 
latter  $8,400  Rohi,  each.  These  engines  aie  for 
the  Andiiie  railway,— ^^f/Vw,  Hiicnos  Aires. 

—During  June  tlie  custom  house  collected  $3,- 
583,946  pa^er  and  $549,083  gold,  nijnin.st  $4,671,- 
831  paper  and  $134,617  gold,  which  is  equivalent 
lo  an  increase  of  $242,793  gohl,  for  the  past  month 
coaverting  the  paper  10  gohl.  The  returns  for  ihe 
year  show  a  falling  off  of  $843,399  gold,  reducing 
the  currency  to  gold,  when  compared  with  the  fust 
six  months  of  \%^.—Rivieio,  Huenns  Aires.

Aires],  Sr.  Lazcano,  has  been  skirmishing  with  a 
vengeance  down  south.  In  Saavedra  he  succeeded 
ill  picking  up  6,500  stolen  sheep  o(  different  m«i  Its. 
The  authorities  o(  Paun  are  said  to  he  implicated. 
In  any  case,  it  is  high  lime  to  lake  some  such  steps 
as  these  to  pnt  a  stop  to  the  shameful  robbery  of 
live  stock  which  prevails  at  present  all  over  the 
province,— ^■i'«//w>'«  Cross. 

— A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  19th  says  that 
the  Argentine  government  has  definitely  resolved 
upon  the  construction  of  strategic  railways  in  tlie 
nonhern  provinces.  Tliis  will  require  more  mon- 
ey, and  Europe  will  he  expected  to  supply  it.  The 
investing  public  in  London  ought  to  understand 
that  a  great  part  of  the  loans  now  being  raised  by 
Chili,  Argentina  and  Brazil  are  for  wholly  unnec- 
essary military  expenditures. 

—In  the  death  of  Saldanha  da  G.ima  the  cause 

01  Biazitian  liberiy  loses  its  best  man.  He  wns 
an  honest,  intelligent  and  disinterested  champion 
of  popular  rights'ivhich  he  freely  gave  his  life  to 
defend.  His  dealh  is  a  serious  loss  to  ihc  Rio 
Grande  revolution.  His  heait  was  kind  and  nolile. 
He  was  a  cultured,  polished  gentleman.  He  was  a 
brave  man  both  in  his  life  and  in  his  death. 
I'ence  bj  with  him. — Soulluni  Cioss,  liiienos 
Aires. 

—The  past  week  has  lieen  remarkable  for  the 
raid  made  by  the  police  lUithorilies  in  various 
departments  of  the  province  o(  Buenos  Aires  to 
discover  the  men  engaged  in  the  stealing  of  cattle 
and  sheep  which  has  bsL'ii  carried  on  lor  a  long 
lime  upon  a  very  large  scale.  The  chief  of  police 
of  the  province  intervened  in  the  matter  and  the 
resiill  lias  been  the  sequestralion  of  an  ininiense 
quantily  of  stolen  catile,  sheep,  liides  and  skins 
and  the  arrest  of  a  large  number  of  persons,  in- 
cluding imniicipnl  and  police  oihcials,  who  are 
accused  of  hiwing  liccn  concerned  in  the  robberies. 
— liiii'iios  Aires  lleraUi,  July  8. 

— The  qualiiy  of  justice  admiiuslercd  in  Argen- 
tina may  be  interred  from  the  action  of  the  couris 
ill  two  cases  ol  bank  hauds.  In  one  case  '  the 
president  ol  a  bank,  who  was  n  popular  swell,  drew 
out  and  lost  ii'^arly  three  millions  of  dollars.  On 
being  exposed,  it  was  at  first  difhcutt  to  secure  an 
order  for  his  aricst,  and  then  when  arrested  he 
was  permitted  to  remain  in  his  own  liouse.  And 
then,  to  crown  the  farce,  the  judge  acquitted  him 
without  a  stain  on  his  character.  In  contrast  to 
ihis  we  note  that  the  treasurer  of  another  Argen- 
tine bank,  who  wears  nu  English  name,  was 
arrested  and  imprisoned  for  complicity  in  frauds 
committed  by  his  manager,  He  was  first  sentenced 
to  13  months'  imprisonment,  and  tlieu,  on  appeal, 
to  five  years  in  prison,  disqualification  for  hiiure 
employment  and  $1,800  fine.  Better  steal  a  plenty 
when  you're  stealing,  if  you  want  immunity. 

— The  purchase  of  armament  on  all  possible  and 
many  impossible  occasions  is  an  operation  that 
seems  to  have  an  irresistible  attraction  for  South 
American  governments,  and  certainly  Uruguay  is 
not  proving  herself  any  exception  to  the  rule, 
Where  the  attraction  lies  it  would  be  difficult  to 
explain  without  making  remarks  that  verge  upon 
the  malicious.  Perhaps  it  is  the  fact  tlini  ihe  said 
governments  still  regard  military  interests  as  of 
supreme  importance  and  superior  to  industiial  or 
progressive  interests.  Perlwps  it  is  the  oppor- 
tunity the  operation  offers  for  an  autocratic  dis- 
posal of  the  pnblic  moneys,  under  cover  ol 
"  secret  "  votes  and  "  secret  "  services,  without 
the  vexatious  checks  imposed  hy  impertinent  con- 
stitutions and  laws  on  the  more  general  expendi- 
ture. Perhaps  il  is  the  unlimited  opening  for 
"jobbery" — for  it  is  a  peculiar  fact  that  there  is 
scarcely  a  purchase  of  armament  on  record,  at 
least  in  this  part  of  the  continent,  which  has  not 
resulted  in  a  "job  "  of  greater  or  less  enormity — 
and  of  greater  or  less  profit  to  some  oHicial  and 
private  persons  concerned,  but  not  to  the  coanlry. 
Governments  succeed  each  other  with  considerable 
trequency,  and  each  government  has  thought  it 
incumbent  on  itself  to  indulge  in  at  least  one  job  — 
or  perhaps  we  had  better  say  transaction~-Qi  this 
description,  just  .as  every  visitor  to  Bath  is  expected 
to  drink  at  least  one  glass  of  mineral  water.  It 
would  be  considered  an  unnatnral  neglect  of  a 
gnldeu  opportunity  not  10  do  so.  —Montevideo 
Times,  July  9.

In  the  Nile  there 
Siiiled  a  person  iif  the  name  of  Heine  who  before 
leaving  had  taken  the  prccauiion  to  provide  himself 
with  some  cou[)le  of  thousand  dollais  which  he 
had  collected  for  Mr.  E.  F.  Francis,  for  whom  he 
was  a  broker.     On  leaining  of  litis   Mr.    Francis 

mediately  set  to  work  and  obtained  proofs  of 
this  action,  and  as  the  steamer  had  not  sailed  fiom 
Monlevideo  lii  requested  the  police  to  do  siimc- 
thing  to  slop  the  swindler  leaving.  Although  tile 
proofs  were  quite  clear,  ihe  police  declared  ihein- 
selves  unable  to  do  anything  in  Ihe  matter,  as  the 
case  was  not  one  of  robbery  hut  nbuse  of  confiilence, 
a  distinction  with  a  rcnarkably  fine  diff:;rence  in 
the  present  instance.  Had  the  steamer  not  left 
La  Plata  ihe  man  could  have  been  stoiiped,  but  as 
il  was  nothing  was  done,  and  Mr.  Heine  got  clear 
away  Iwo  thousand  dollars  richer  than  he  deserved 
lobe.

—For  the  topic  of  premier  interest  this  last  forl- 
ni[;ht  one  has  lo  look  over  the  frontier  to  where 
Saldanha  da  Gama  and  his  following  of  irrecnn- 
cilables  were  defeated  and  massacred  by  the 
national  troops  of  Brazil,  ini  prisoners  being  taken. 
The  news  o(  the  dealh  of  the  Admiral  caused  a 
painful  impression  in  Montevideo  where  he  was 
well  known  and  highly  respected,  the  more  so  as 
his  fate  befell  him,  according  to  report,  owing  to 
liii  being  ordered  by  the  Uruguayan  government 
to  quit  the  republic,  and  as  soon  as  he  had  crossed 
the  burder,  a  strong  (orce  of  Brazilians  under  the 
ferocious  leader  Juan  Francisco,  marching  through 
Oriental  territory,  closed  the  outlet  of  escape  be- 
hind him  ns  the  Castilhisla  main  army  lined  up  in 
front,  and  completed  the  deadly  circle.  One  can 
judge  the  nature  of  the  fight  from  the  two  words 
HO  prisoneis,  reading  in  the  official  report  of  an 
engigemeul  in  which  over  a  thousand  men  were 
slasliiiig  at  each  other,  and  indeed  there  is  no 
doubt  but  tliat  the  deceased  admiral  and  his  staff 
died  hard  knowing  full  well  the  cut-throat  inclina- 
tions of  llicir  conquerors  if  any  survived.  A  com- 
mission has  gone  up  to  bring  down  the  body,  if  it 
can  be  found,  for  interment  in  ihis  city,  bnt  inas- 
much as  it  is  said  to  have  been  mutilated,  and 
burnt  alter  death,  the  bones  of  da  Gama  are  not 
likely  to  fill  the  apparent  average  role  ol  the  South 
American  patriot,  say  in  fifty  years'  time  being  run 
home  on  a  warship  mid  much  speechifying  and 
patriotic  sentiment.—  Montevideo  correspondence 
I  of  The  lievieiv,  Buenos  Aires.

The  S.  Paulo  people  are  largely  opposed  ktpnci- 
ficatioii,  simply  because  a  continuation  of  civil  war 
means  low  exchange  rates  and  higher  prices  for 
collee.  In  the  north,  also,  the  profits  on  sugar 
planting  depend  ou  low  excliange,  and  the  sng.ir 
planter  may  be  expected  to  oppose  pacihciUion 
also. 

—According  lo  the  annual  report  of  the  lialiia 
conimercinl  association  there  were  797  sliijiping 
arrivals  at  that  port  Irom  across  seas  111  1S94,  and 
791  depnitines.

■I'liis  is  enuivaleiil  lo  2$25o,  or  nearly  50  cents,  a 
pound.  It  is  to  he  feared  that  the  people  are 
giving  up  agriculture  and  stock-raising  nltojietlier, 
which  must  in  time  lead  to  serious  dan{;ers  to  the 
conntrv.  Less  politics  and  more  manual  labor,  is 
what  Brazil  most  needs  at  this  moment. 

—In  view  of  tlie  proposed  nlterations  in  the 
tariff,  the  i>rolcciioiiists— or  iiidiistrKUs,  as  they 
call  themselves— are  prepaiing  for  action.  In 
order  to  pronmle  private  interests,  they  will  he 
prepared  lo  anvocaie  ihe  introduction  of  any  indus- 
try under  the  sun,  providing  suflicient  protection 
can  be  ohiaincd  in  make  it  remunerative.  It  is 
needless  to  add,  iicvhaps,  thrtt  ihe  welfare  oflhe 
consumer,  who  must  pay  for  all  these  palriolic 
speculations,  will  not  be  consulted. 

—Tlie  stale  monk-ph  (annuity  associalionl  of 
Alagfias  seeius  to  be  following  in  the  footsteps  of 
the  monk-pio  g<;ra',  which  came  lo  grief  in  this 
city  some  years  ago.  Although  the  Alagoas 
nwji/e-pio  has  316,400$  invested  in  state  bonds  and 
hnd  an  income  last  year  of  35,232$,  its  pension 
roll  called  f>r  nn  exoenditure  of38,3i8$656,  show- 
ing a  deficit  of  3,oSft$45fi.
